MEETING WE LL ATTENDED 


hr. Crumble Named u n Head of Get­ 
tysburg's 
Newest 
Organization. 
I’urpone* Outlined. 


A quick response followed the call 
for last night's meeting in the Pres­ 
byterian church ta consider means of 
caring for the sol hers and bettering 
conditions in Gettysburg (luring 
the 
period of this su m m er’s camp, and 
for taking up other matters in which 
the churchmen of the town are inter­ 
ested. 
Practically all of the church­ 
es were represented, some of them 
quite largely, and the most pronounc­ 
es I interest was manifested in the dis­ 
cussions. 
The result of the meeting was the 
adoption of “The Federated Church­ 
men of Gettysburg” as the name of 
the permanent, organization; the elec­ 
tion of hr. VV. A. Granville as presi­ 
dent, and George P. Black as secre­ 
tary; ani the appointment of a com­ 
mittee to draw up a constitution and 
outline further details of the plans 
before the next meeting 
which 
is 
called for Monday night in St. James 
< hapel. 
Announcement of the meeting as 
given to the newspapers stated that 
it wa* for the purp°*** of considering 
plans whiff) would arrie 
upon 
the 
opening of the camp here, but the 
further phase of taking up 
plans 
for advocating 
Pennsylvania’s pas­ 
sage 
of 
the 
National Prohibition 
Amendment was also advanced. There 
was opposition to including this in 
the “platform" of the new organiza­ 
tion but it was argued that no con­ 
sistent church member could be op­ 
posed to the amendment and. after an 
extended discussion on the matter, 
U»e following preamble was determin­ 
ed upon: 
* We, the Federated Churchmen of 
Gettysburg, unite for the purpose of 
securing the more effective moral wel­ 
fare of the soldiers; of encouraging 
the enforcement of law; of working 
to sivure the ratification of the Na­ 
tional Prohibition Amendment; arui 
for any other work for the common 
welfare.” 
At the close of the meeting op­ 
portunity was given to sign this and 
forty one men di I so, including those 
who had originally opposed injecting 
the amendment feature into it. 
A 
number of others were compelled to 
leave lief ore they had opportunity to 
sign and it is expected that 
many 
more will be added within the week. 
Speakers at the meeting referred 
at some length to condition* prevail­ 
ing here last summer and it was the 
consensus of opinion that individual 
co-operation should be given the town 
and s.tate officers, as well as the mili­ 
tary police, 
in 
keeping 
the town 
morally clean. 
Regarding the social aspect of th** 
encampment several spoke, telling of 
the efforts made last yeap, which 
were very successful but could have 
been much more so with better or­ 
ganized 
and 
co-ordinated 
efforts 
among the churches, each of which 
tried to do its own part. 
The ap­ 
pointment of a special committee, in­ 
cluding one from each church, to di­ 
rect the conduct of the reading and 
recreation rooms was one of the sug­ 
gestions made. 
Throughout all the discussions of 
the evening there was a marked de­ 
sire to do everything possible for the 
betterment of the soldiers* conditions 
while here, as well as for the protec­ 
tion of the 
town 
and its 
citizens 
against the invasion by an undesir­ 
able element of camp followers. 
The meeting closed after the ap­ 
pointment of a committee consisting 
of Rev. F. E. Taylor, John D. Keith 
Esq., and Rev. J. B. Baker to outline 
in more detail the objects of the as­ 
sociation and who will report next 
Monday evening on method* suggest­ 
ed to accomplish these objects. 


Officials of the state highway de­ 
partment have declared 
that orders 
from Washington that no road con­ 
struction would be permitted unless 
the proposed highways were of ma­ 
terial use in winning the war, would 
have little effect on the department's 
I HIK program. 
“Our 
proposed 
construction 
for 
1918," 
said 
Deputy 
Commissioner 
George ll. Biles, “is on roads neces­ 
sary to trans-state truck transporta- 
ti.n; and 
on trucking facilities de­ 
pends 
much of this country’s 
pre­ 
paredness." 
The statement 
from the treasury 
department that bond issues for road 
construction 
must wait 
until after 
the war will 
not postpone a vote by 
the people on the proposed $50,000,000 
bond issue constitutional amendment 
next November. The proposition goes 
on the ballot. 
“We had no intention of using more 
than a small portion 
of the 
money 
at any 
one time," said the 
depart­ 
ment, “and 
if the measure carries, 
postponement of the bond issue will 
make little difference."

Rouzerville, about ten years ago, 
had a hose reel and organized fire de­ 
partment but this was since permitted 
to go out of existence, and persons 
who could have aided in checking the 
flames, were handicapped without the 
aid of necessary equipment. 
Mr. Brown said that $2000 woundn’t 
replace his loss which was about one- 
half covered by insurance. The loss to 
Mr. Bumbaugh 
will amount to be­ 
tween four and five 
hundred dollars 
with practically 
no insurance, 
it is 
understood. 
The double house was occupied only 
on one side by the Bumbaugh family. 
.Saturday afternoon 
Mrs. Bumbaugh 
went to a neighbor's, a short distance 
away, to get some water, leaving her 
two young 
children in the kitchen. 
As she went out a night latch locked 
the door, preventing 
entrance from 
the outside without a key. In the few* 
minutes that she was away the fire 
started in some manner in the kitchen 
where the children were playing. One 
supposition is that mice chewed mated' 
es on a shelf. 
Anyway, she was h<>r-_ 
rifled, upon her return, to see a raging 
mass of flames in the kitchen. 
Being locked 
out. she broke 
the 
glass pane of the door in with 
her 
hand, unlocked the door and carried 
out the children, both of whom were 
more or less 
overcome by gas 
and 
smoke. 
It was necessary to work on 
one for nearly an hour before it show­ 
ed signs of reviving.

Dr. Edgar A. Miller, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. S. Miley Miller, of Balti­ 
more street, writes of his experien­ 
ces in a new school established for 
Army surgeons with the British Ex­ 
peditionary Forces in France. 
He is 
near a big aerial camp and tells of 
German planes approaching but 
not 
venturing near his location because 
of the large number of Allied craft. 
Dr. Miller says: 
“I ani at present attending a course 
of instruction at the English Royal 
Army Medical School. 
It is to last 
ten days, have been here three so 
have another week. 
It is seven or 
eight miles from our Field Ambulance 
Headquarters. 
“The school is in a French town 
and the buildings are of wood. 
They 
look much like the 
wooden camp 
buildings at Gettysburg, 
and 
other 
United States camps. 
We are in the 
same kind of quarters as 
at 
Ogle­ 
thorpe, wooden buildings with beds 
on both sides. 
“I like it very much. 
Everything 
is quite clean an i comfortable. 
We 
are under strict military discipline; 
Have military drills every morning, 
then lect urns and demonstrations un­ 
til one o'clock. 
Have squad drill in 
the afternoon. 
We are drilled just 
like raw recruits and I think I will 
be a well drilled soldier after I ani 
through here. 
There are about fifty 
doctors here, I mean coni missioned 
medical corps doctors, and about fifty 
non-com m o o n ed medical corps men, 
.sergeants, etc. 
The medical officers 
are from England, Canada, 
United 
States, Australia, 
and 
two natives 
from India. 
We have about fifteen 
Americans 
here 
from 
New Y’ork, 
Pennsylvania (Pittsburgh and Scran­ 
ton), Maryland, Iowa. Louisiana, etc. 
“We get instruction in ho n e bank 
riding, also have lectures on the horse, 
(veterinary). 
We have a long ride 
this afternoon. 
The commanding of­ 
ficer, a lieutenant colonel, is going 
with us. 
We have fun with some of 
the fellows who never rude horseback. 
Some of these men have Wen 
here 
since the war Wgun, th e course Wiv­ 
ing been established only lately. They 
certainly try to teach you something 
about war surgery, medicine, sanita­ 
tion, etc. 
We have very good clean 
quarters, and 
good me s and 
food. 
We have to work hard and are glad to 
get to bed in 
the evening. 
Have 
plenty of wit and humor around here. 
“We had church parade this morn­ 
ing which we all attended, Church of 
England service. We had a very good 
talk from the English ‘padre’ on 
a 
text from Revelation*. 
“We see a great deal of aerial ac­ 
tivity about here. 
An English aero­ 
drome is nearby and you sa** many 
machines in the air all the time. They 
are about as common as crows here, 
do alt kinds of stunts, loop th** loop, 
and so on, and it is very interesting 
to watch them. 
“ ‘Fritz’ comes over sometimes but 
they get after him and drive him 
away with scout and battle planes 
and anti-aircraft guns. He was bomb­ 
ing the other night about seven miles 
from here. 
You could 
hear him 
dropping bombs. 
He seldom tries to 
bomb here for there are too many 
planes about.” 
Dr. Miller tells of receiving several 
boxes of cigars sent to him from 
home. They w*ere sent about Novem­ 
ber 15th and had just been received 
the day he wrote the letter, January 
26th. 
He tells of peace talk being 
heard on the other side, mentioning 
Austria especially, and saying that 
Germany wants peace »too, but on her 


I own terms. 


E. B. Dor.sett, chief of the State 
Bureau (rf Markets in the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, has cancelled 
all of his engagements to speak at 
farmers institutes and other agricul­ 
tural gatherings the (remainder of

time to securing seed corn for the 
farmers who have been writing to 
the Capitol of the deplorable 
state 
into which the corn situation 
has 
gotten in the

from 
Washington for increased production. 
The supply of seed com is 
not 
short, but 
much of what is avail­ 
able is of inferior quality 
and the 
demand is 
tremendous, 
especially 
from counties which were hard hit 
by the September frosts and w’here 
shortage of labor prevented the com 
from boing gathered 
at the usual 
time. 
Not only there 
is a serious 
condition in the 
northern 
counties 
and in western districts, but eastern 
counties long noted for agricultural 
excellence have been affected. 
The 
Department of Agriculture is trying 
to buy up all the tested com that can 
be had to sell to farmers at cost. 
Reports coming to the Department 
tell of wheat being found in excel­ 
lent condition under the deep snows 
in many parts of the southern tier 
counties. 
The damage to fruit trees 
is feared to be extensive and it will 
be imputable to estimate it for some­ 
time.

$10,000 TO MOTHER 


War Office Says that Hun Forced will 
he Considered as Counter Revolu­ 
tionists. 


(By Cable) 
Petrograd, Feb. 19—Foreign Minis­ 
ter Trotzky in an address before his 
council to-day made public for the 
first time Germany’s demands which 
the RolshevtUai quickly ’■ fused 
at 
the Brest-Litovsk confer nee. 
These included the retention of Po­ 
land, Lithuania, Riga, and Moon Is­ 
land; and the payment of four billion 
dollars indemnity. 
Russia will fight if German troops 
continue their advance, the Bolshevik! 
Foreign Office announced to-day. 
If 
they come forward they will be treat­ 
ed as counter-revolutionists, it wa* 
stated. 
“The Germans will get food only 
w’hen 
they 
revolt • and 
join 
us”, 
Trotzky declared, at the .same time 
stating that enlistments of Socialist* 
had been numerous. 
The joint note of foreign diplomat* 
protesting against the repudiation of 
Russia’s national debt by the Bolshe- 
viki caused great indignation when 
its contents became known here, the 
belief being that it was simply an in­ 
dication of all the belligerents to en­ 
deavor to crush the revolution.

his mother, it is stated by his rela­ 
tives. 
The policy was issued to him 
at the time of his enlistment and up 
to the time of his death he had paid 
$6.50 rf the premiums. 
Mrs. Sayer* 
is at the present time employed as a 
cook at the Washington House, Y ork. 
A letter says that Sayers was taken 
suddenly ill at 4:30 o’clock in the af­ 
ternoon of Feb. 8, in the barracks of 
Battery A, 
Second 
United State* 
Trench Mortar battalion, and the first 
sergeant, an old soldier, immediately 
recognized 
the 
symptoms 
of 
the 
disease. 
He wa* rushed to the hos­ 
pital and everything in the power of 
the skilled surgeons there was done 
for him. 
“It will be a source of pride to you 
to know that your son met his suf­ 
ferings manfully", the major writes, 
“and died as bravely and with as 
much credit to the flag and country 
us any man on the field of battle. 
His entire battery turned out as a 
.special mark of respect to the first 
soldier of our command

died."

Two and a half millions of trout, 
all over a year old, were distributed 
in Pennsylvania during 1917, accord­ 
ing to a report just 
compiled 
by 
Commissioner of Fisheries, N. R. Bull­ 
er. 
All of the trout were taken from 
the state’s hatcheries and placed in 
streams throughout the State. Plans 
are being made to exceed this distri­ 
bution in 1918. 
The 1917 distribution season which
